HOOVER APPOINTS. 


GROUP OF SEVEN 
10 AID JOBLESS 


Names Six of Cabinet and 
Bank Governor — New 
York City Includes Mil- 
lion in Budget. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—(4?)— 
Appointment of a cabinet committee 
to cope with unemployment during 
the winter was announced today by 
President Hoover. 

The group. composed 
taries Lamont, Davis, Wilbur, Hur- 
ley, Hyde and Mellon and Governor 
Meyer, of the federal reserve board, 
is to formulate and submit to Mr. 
Hoover plans for continuing and 
strengthening organization of federal 
activities for increased employment. 

The decision to name the commit- 
tee came after a serivs of business 
conferences between the chief execu- 
tive and financiers at which short 
selling on the stock market was one 
of the subjects discussed. 

Last night Mr. Hoover conferred 
with Bernard M. Baruch, New York 
financier and chairman of the war 
industries board under President Wil- 


son. Previously he had talked at 
the White House with the president 
and vice president of the New York 
Stock Exchange and other business 
leaders. He plans to talk with others 
to keep informed on the situation in 
general. 

In naming the unemployment com- 
mittee, the president said indications 
have been received from governors 
and mayors of a “strong feeling of 
local responsibility and determination 
to meet the situation.” 

“As a nation we must 
ger and cold to those o 
who are in honest difficulties,” 
added. 

Three roads were. charted for the 
government activities: First, co-op 
eration with tLe governors and em- 
ployment organizations; second, de- 
velopment of methods with the nation- 
al industries; and, third, direct federal 
employment in public works. ‘The 
text of Mr. Hoover’s statement fol- 


lows: 

“I have today requested Secreta- 
ries Lamont, Davis, ilbur, Hurley, 
Hyde, Mellon, and Goverhor Meyer, 
of the federal reserve board, to for- 
mulate and rubmit to me plans con- 
tinuing and strengthening the organi- 
zation of federal activities for employ- 
ment during the winter.

“I believe that the Georgia legisla- 
ture has ample authority to confer 
a limited powér on its courts to take 
steps to set a fair price on gasoline 
and kindred commodities,” Mr. Na-| 
pier said.

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thermometer. Even the amateur is 
fairly safe from failure with such 
protection. 


Of course, it is a stupid practice to 
run the oven for one dish, and have 
several top burners in use for others, 
when a little planning makes it pos- 
sible to cook the entire meal in the 
oven. Many of our vegetables re- 
spond amiably to this method, and 
these may just as well be our choice 
as their more fussy companions which 
insist on quick open air cooking. This 
includes such vegetables as cabbaze 
and its milder relatives, cauliflower 
and brussels sprouts; also important 
greens like spinach, broccoli, etc. 


With a closely covered pan and a 
little boiling water we successfully 
cook peas, beans, celery, onions, car- 
rots, turnips, paranips etc., in a mod- 
erate or hot oven, allowing a little 
longer than over the fire. So, when 
we have an oven dinner we select 
our vegetables to correspond. Potzs- 
toes are most adaptable, and may he 
baked, boiled (either quartered, sliced 
or diced), scalloped or cooked in the 
casserole. Butter and salt are the 
only additions for the latter method, 
and the result is as delicious as it 
is simple. An especially good oven 
method for potatoes gives a crisp 
delicacy something like the more trou- 
blesome French fried. For this thick- 
ly slice four medium sized raw poia- 
toc:, boil for five minutes, drain well 
and spread in a flat greased pan or 
oven glass platter. Pour over them 
one-fourth cup of me'!ted butter, sea- 
soned with salt, pepper and a scant 
teaspon of Worcester sauce. Bake in 
a hot oven fifteen or twenty minutes 
(until tender), basting two or three 
times with the butter. Serve very 
hot with chops, steak, fish or meat 
in casserole. 

Many cooked vegetables serve ad- 


mirably in scallop form, with a thin 
white sauce or cream and onion juice, 


grated cheese, or snappy table sauce 
to enhance the flavor. Creamed corn 
and green beans take kindly to this 
treatment, and sliced parboiled onions 
are delectable with a topping of cheese 
and brown crumbs. Mushrooms. in 
a casserole with plenty of butter re- 
tain all their rich flavor. Heaped 
upon toast before baking the savory 
juices moisten the crisp slices per- 
fectly. 

A shallow glass baker covered with 
an inverted glass pie dish turns out 
as choice a product as that de luxe 
hotel novelty “ander glass bell.” One 
of the chief advantages in such dishes 
is that they are sure to be served pip- 
ing hot. f all our foods, eggs, oys- 
ters and mushrooms most demand this 
consideration. 

An exceptionally choice oven dish 
has crab meat as its foundation and 
is sometimes heaped on rounds of 
toast and browned in shallow ram- 
akins for individual ,wppetizers. The 
erab meat is flaked. carefully to re- 
move the horny particles and then 
lightly blended with a delicate cream 
sauce seasoned with salt and red pep- 
per, and enriched with grated cheese. 
A tablespoon or two of sherry flavour 
is a fine addition. : 

In mixing sauce with flaked fis 
blend gently as much stirring makes a 
pasty consistency, As the ingredients 
are already cooked, the dish needs only 
a short time in the oven to heat it 
thoroughly. Sandwiches of brown 
bread and assorted relishes are par- 
ticularly pleasing accompaniments 
One may safely serve this combina- 
tion after the’ evening bridge gatne, 
i. certain that one’s guests like fish 
The entire preparation, except bak 
ing, ¢an be done in the day time and 
the final cooking is accomplished 
while making the coffee and arrang- 
ing the tables. 

Sweet potatoes always seem swect 
er after a second cooking. They are 
delicious baked in the skins, of course. 
but for daintier service we boil or 
steam them and remove the skins, be 
fore reheating. 
we bake them in an open pan 
glass baker, with butter, and a little 
sugar for a rich crust. Or we bind 
each piece with a strip of bacon. 
skewered into shape for a hearty 
lunch or supper dish. Browned with 
spare ribs they are exceptionally wel- 
come, and with crisp sausage the disb 
is sure to please, the oven generously

QUICK-GEARED JUSTICE. 

In sééking ways and means for a 
more successful combating of crime, 
public officials in contact with the 
problem havé suggested some very 
appealing criminal law reforms. 

Those which are particularly per- 
suasive here tn Georgia are the ones 
which concern us primarily. Other 
states aré able to deal with their 
own condtions and we are equally 
able to reform our criminal code the 
better to repress and punish crime 
within our jurisdiction. 

As The Constitution has already 
pointed out, there would be a great 
gain in crime. suppression by a new 
segregation of felonies and misde- 
meanors. There are obviously too 
many offenses in the first category. 
They demand all the procedures be- 
longing to the higher crimes of 
{freason, murder, rape, arson, as- 
saults to murder, highway robberies, 
buglaries at night with arms, riot 
with arms and insurrection. They 
songest the courts and greatly in- 
‘rease taxes for the administration 
of justice.

Dancing 
Bees. 


The thing that perplexed natural-. 


ists like Leeuwenbrock aud Fabre, 
and over which Maurice Materlinck 
puzzled a long time, namely how bees, 
without possessing the gift of speech, 
siill communicated danger and joy t» 
one another, has apparently. been 
solved by James I. Hambleton, of the 
bureau of entomology in the United 
States department of agriculture. Bees, 
declares Mr. Hambleton, speak a lan- 
guage definite and infallible, though 
foreign to us, which when correctly 
interpreted and recorded in their own 
language goes a long way toward solv- 
ing the mystery surrounding communi- 
cation between insects. This detection 
of scents, according to the entomologist, 
constitutes their “language.” Just as 
interesting is the theory that bees 
dance almost as often as human be- 
ings. This contention is put forward 
by Herr Von Frisch, a professor of 
zoology, who is q@oted by Mr. Hamble- 
ton. Bees do not dance to music, but 
it is known that bee dances express 
high elation, and also have a signifi- 
cance in informing attending bees that 
food is at hand. According to the 
“dancing” theory. when a nectar scout 
finds a supply of food she returns to 
the hive and, going to the center or 
that part of the hive where the most 
ees are congregated, she begins her 
dance. This consists of the “round 
dance” and is carried 5n by the scout 
when she rotates on the comb in nar- 
row semi-circlés, first in one direction 
and then in the other. While cacrying 
out this dance the scout bee comes in 
contact with other bees, who become 
greatly excited. This excitement it is 
believed, is caused by interpreta‘ion of 
the dancer’s movements and by the 
odor, or “scent language” em‘tted by 
the scout hee. In this way the scout 
bee tells of the pollen she inas Gis- 
covered,

' MACON, Ga., Oct. 17.—(?)—Eco- 
nomic unrest in the country was 
charged “in a large measure, if aot 
wholly, to vicious tariff laws and 
other legislation favoring the rich 
enacted by republican congresses,” by 
United States Senator William ;

The senator, addressing the state 
democratic convention here in accept- 
ing the nomination for re-election, 
said “There never has been a time 
when it was so important to the coun- 
try for the democratie party to be in 
control of the government. After ex- 
ae his thanks, Senator Harris 
said : 

“There never has been a time when 
it was so important to the country 
for the democratic party to be in 
control of the gévernment. Let us 
briefly compare the record of the 
democratic administration under that 
great man, Woodrow Wilson, and the 
republican administrations under 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. 

“During the first four years of his 
administration President Wilson 
drove the lobbyist from the capitol 
a . there was more constructive and 
important legislation enacted than 
during the entire history of the re- 
publican party. 

“During the World War expendi- 
tures for construction of cantonments 
and purchase of munitions mounted 
rapidly into the billions, and under 
conditions existing at the time some 
extravagance was unavoidable. Soon 
after the war the republicans secured 
control of both houses of congress. 
They had made reckless charges of 
waste and graft in the war contracts, 
and the republicans in the senate and 
house appointed 242 different commit- 
tees to conduct investigations. These 
committees were called ‘smelling 
committees,’ as they were trying to 
find something rotten. After months 
of prying into every contract and 
everything done in every department 
by the Wilson administration the re- 
publican partisan committees found 
only a few men who could be indicted, 
and most of them were republicans, 
one being a republican national com- 
mitteeman, No indictment was _ re- 
turned against any democrat connect- 
ed with the Wilson administration.

Discouraged and demoralized, Wall 
Street carries on. The wiping out of 
two billions in stock values in the 
five-hour session yesterday thorough- 
ly disheartened the oldest traders. 
How much farther down can stock 
prices go? is the question every broker 
is asking. 

Thousands of telegrams were sent 
out of New York last night to every 
city in the United States asking for 
additional margins. 

But it’s not all distress selling by 
any means. I know one businessman 
who has been selling a score of stocks 
in the last 10 days which he bought 
and paid for in full a year ago. Why? 
Because mob fear has seized his bet- 
ter judgment for the moment. Until 
such selling ceases the stock market 
is a good place to watch from a dis- 
tance. 


Many people may wonder why an 
American company has acquired the 
controlling interest in the Roan Ante- 
lope mine in northern Rhodesia at 
a time when the prospects for copper 
prices are not encouraging. 

The answer is that this company, 
which has already put in a million 
dollars cash and expects to put Ssev- 
eral millions more in development, has 
a property which can produce copper 
at a rate so much cheaper per pound 
than any American mines that it can 
be made a most profitable investment, 
even in such times as these. 

The property, approximately 140.,- 
000 acres in the center of the Rho- | 
desian copper belt, is so rich in ore 
that copper can be produced and laid 
down in New York city at considera- 
bly less than 10 cents a pound. Sell- 
ing at 10 cents a pound this African 
copper could compete very favorably 
with Chili copper now being brought 
into. the American market in large | 
quantities. 

There is Only one difficulty in the | 
way of ifs future on a vast scale, and 
that is American coppermine owners 
may persuade the government to put 
a duty of 5 or 6 cents a- pound on 
copper imports. in order to protect 
American copper production. 

Should such a condition be brought 
about—and it is very possible because 
of the growing agitation for a pro- 
tective tariff on copper (on the free 
\list now)—both African and South 
American copper mines would be seri- 
ously affected, not to say anything 
about the great copper mines of Can- 
ada, just coming into big production. 


Venezuela, the second largest oil 
producing country in the world, is 
considering a plan to cut oil pro- 
duction along lines which are being 
followed in the mid-continent field. So 
far, little practical results have been 
obtained, but for more than a year 
various meetings have been held by 
the “big four” in an endeavor to work 
out a plan, 

This “big four” controlling most of 
the production in the country are the 
Royal Dutch Shell group, with about 
176,000 barrels’ production daily; the 
Pan-American, with 105,000 barrels 
daily; the Gulf Oil Corporation. with 
62,000 barrels, and the Creole Petro- 
leum Company, with 24,000.

“Text of Party 


’s Platform — 


As Adopted at Macon by Delegates 


To State’s Democratic Convention 


MACON, Ga., Oct. 17.—()—The 
ompiete text of the platform adopted 
the democratic state convention 
ere today is as follows: __ 

“We, the state democratic party, 
in convention assembled, being mind- 
ful of the disasters which are being 
visited upon the people on account of 
the departure of both our national and 
state governments from the principles 
of democratic government as enunci- 
ated by Jefferson and enforced by a 
long and illustrious line of democratic 
presidents and governors, and feeling 
our only hope of relief lies in an 
immediate return to the old land- 
marks and traditional polici@s af our 
beloved party, do declare and publish 
this platform of principles and 
speak its translation into the laws and 
policies of our state and federal gov- 
ernments, as the same may be appli- 
cable. 

“We deprecate the fact that on ac- 
count of excessive appropriations in 
the past, there exists a deficit in our 
state treasury. This deficit consti- 
tutes a debt due and owing by the 
state to the old Confederate veterans 
and to its various institutions, and 
the — of justice require that 
it be paid as speedily as possible, 

Reorganization Program. 

“In meeting this obligation, the 
necessary funds must be rendered 
available without increasing the bur- 
dens which have hitherto rested so 
heavily upon those taxpayers who 
have borne more than their just share.: 
We, therefore, recommend that our 
law-making authorities reorganize and 
simplify our state government and re- 


adjust the tax burdens, as hereinafter 


declared for, and use the savings and 
increased income derived from these 
sources first for the retirement of this 
debt. We further recommend that 
strict and rigid economy be practiced 
by all of the state departments and 
institutions and especially until the 
present deficit can be liquidated, and 
that, in making appropriations in the 
future, provision be made for the sys- 
tematic retirement of the public debt. 

“In view of the present depressed 
condition of business, we appeal to the 
people for their continued patience 
and loyal support in meeting the heavy 
burden of debt which confronts the 
incoming governor’s administration. 

“BUDGET SYSTEM—In order that 
the state’s financial affairs may be re- 
stored to a sound basis and kept that 
way, we favor a budget system to be 
rigidly followed and which shall not 
only keep all appropriations within 
the limits of the 'state’s current reve- 
nues, but which shall provide for the 
gradual but regular retirement of the 
public debt. Any appropriation bill 
which exceeds the current revenues of 
the state should be promptly vetoed, 
but in the event this is not done all 
funds appropriated should be impar- 
tially prorated among those entitled 
to receive them. 

“REORGANIZATION AND SIM- 
PLIFICATION OF GOVERNMENT 
—The administrative machinery of our 
state government as now constituted 
consists of 50 boards, bureaus, de- 
partments and commissions. As a re- 
sult the responsibilities of the admin- 
istrative departments of our state 
government are so divided that it is 
impossible for the electorate to defi- 
nitely fix the responsibility for any 
default that may occur, Furthermore, 
there is much duplication and ovyer- 
lapping of effort among the various 
departments and the whole system is 
topheavy, cumbersome, inefficient and 
far too expensive in proportion to the 
work done and good accomplished. We 
favor a businesslike reorganization of 
all the departments of our state gov- 
ernment in. order that these evils 
may be corrected and an efficient and 
economic administration of the peo- 
ple’s affairs may be had by responsi- 
ble department heads. 

“*TAXATION—Under the present 
ad valorem system, the burdens of 
taxation rest too heavily upon th 
owners of real estate and other visi- 
ble property. We favor an amend- 
ment to the state constitution author- 
izing the classification of property for 
*taxation. : 

This would make it possible to so 
erty owners to return all of their 
notes, bonds and similar properties 
for taxation without the fear of a 
confiscatory rate being imposed, as 
would be the case under the present 
system. This plan would more equita- 
bly adjust the tax burdens of our 


people. 

“COUNTY AND MUNICIPAL 
RETRENCHMENT—As only a small 
percentage of the total amount of the

municipal levies, we recommend that 
county and municipal authorities join 
the state government in a policy of 
retrenchment and economy to the end 
that substantial relief may result to 
the taxpayers. 
“EDUCATION—There is no higher 
or more important function of govern- 
ment than that of educating the chil- 
dren. In recognition of this fact, we 
must continue our policy of improv- 
ing the schools in the poorer counties 
and rural sections of our state, to the 
end that the boys and girls of these 
sections shall have equal educational 
opportunities with those who live in 
the wealthier and more populous cen- 
ters. Our goal should be a_ nine- 
month term in all of the common 
schools of the state and at the same 
time we should ‘adequately maintain 


and support our institutions of higher | 


education. 


“SCHOOL BOOKS—In order that | 


the excessive prices now being charged 
for school books may be reduced, we 
favor the granting of legislative au- 
thority to the state to contract with 
copyright owners, buy plates and con- 
tract for the printing of schoolbooks 
for use in the public schools and to 
furnish them to the children of school 
patrons at cost. 

“HIGHWAYS—tThe state highway 
department is now receiving ample 
revenue from special taxes levied for 
the purpose to enable it to rapidly 
complete the state aid system of roads 
without a bond issue. 

“We oppose the diversion of any of 
the funds allocated to this department 
to any other purpose, and favor the 
exclusive use of the same in con- 
structing and maintaining our state 
highway system. We recomiiend that 
the policy of requiring the counties 
to participate in and make financial 
contribution toward the building of 
roads belonging to the state, be 
abandoned, and urge that our high- 
way system be completed as speedily 
as possible, consistent with economy, 
efficiency and the character of work 
to be done. 

“CORRUPTION IN GOVERN- 
MENT—Corruption in government has 
manifested itself in recent years to an 
alarming extent. It has raifed its

MACON, Ga., Oct. 17.—(4)—Con-

Continued in- 
terruption caused the chairman of the 
convention, Laurence Camp, to rule 
that he as chairman had nothing to 
do with the way votes were cast for 
the two men in the September pri- 
mary, and the yoting was brought to 
a close. 


Several counties split their votes on 
the unit basis, and several did not 
vote. But enthusiasm displayed by 
the Harrison men indicated from the 
first that he would be the winner. 


Mr. Harrison after the vote was an- 
nounced received congratulations of 
his friends at the convention hall, but 
declined to comment for the press. 
Friends of Mr. Parker said he left 
for Atlanta by automobile shortly 
after the roll call was started. His 
attorney, William Schley Howard, re- 
mained in the hall during the ballot- 
ing. . 

The delegates evidenced from the 
start of the convention that they 
wanted it over quickly as possible. 
Attempts at the usual elaborate nomi- 
nating speeches were laughed down, 
and even Senator Harris’ speech was 
interrupted by hand-clapping and 
laughter. Only the young guberna- 
torial nominee, Mr. Russell, received 
the undivided attention of the conven- 
tion.. His entrance was wildly ap- 
plauded, and his remarks apparently 
appreciated by the audience. 

Statements that it is a “young 
man’s” party at the present time are 
borne out by the ages of the officers 
selected to conduct party affairs for 
the next two years. Mr. Russell is 
not yet 33 years old. Laurence Camp, 
elected permanent chairman of the 
convention and chairman of the state 
executive committee, is but 32. Hugh 
Peterson, the floor leader, is 32, and 
John I, Kelley; chairman of the plat- 
form committee is only 89.

Ernest Amos, 
comptroller, the supreme court upheld 
an act of the 1929 legislature placing 
a tax of six cents a gallon on all gaso- 
line brought into the state and stored 
for the owners’ use. 

In the case of the city of West 
Palm Beach vs. Ernest Amos, comp- 
troller, the court upheld the validity 
of the same act as it applied to tax- 
ing municipalities for storage of gaso- 
line brought into the state for use of 
municipalities, 

In the case of the Orange State Oil 
Company versus the comptroller, the 
supreme court upheld an act of the 
1927 legislature requiring dealers in 
petroleum products to pay in addi- 
tion to other taxes; a tax of 5 cents 
a gallon more on gasoline sold in the 
state, whether to individuals, firms or 
municipalities.

REGULAR MARKET 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—(%)}—The 
cotton market bas had rather an 
“irregular week with prices fiuctuat- 
ing on a comparatively moderate vol- 
ume of business. An accumulation of 
southern hedge selling over the Co- 
lumbus Day adjournment caused a 
decline early in the week, but the 
offerings were absorbed by trade or 
speculative buying and there were ral- 


lies later on covering. 


Offerings increased again above 
the 101-2-cent level for new Decem- 
ber, however, and there was a little 
more hedging toward thé end of the 
week which supplied the buying and 
sent prices below the 10.30 level for 
‘that position. The unsettled. ruling 
of the grain and stock markets may 
have accounted for some of the sell- 
ing and the failure of buyers to fol- 
low up the advances more aggres- 
sively. The undertone, however, was 
quite generally referred to as steady 
and the buying on decline was en- 
eouraged by rather more favorable re- 
ports from the cotton goods markets. 

On the whole the market has ap- 
peared to be fluctuating between an 
expectation that present price levels 
will react bullishly in the long ru 


on consumption and production, and 


feeling that pending a further im- 
provement in general trade conditions, 
advances are hardly likely to be main- 
tained until a larger proportion of the 
crop has been marketed, There was 
favorable comment on reports from 
the meeting of the cotton trade in 
New Orleans on Monday, but this fac- 
tor evidently failed to stimulate im- 
mediate demand while the frost pre- 
dictions toward the end of the week 
were also without any appreciable ef- 


fect, ; 


The opinion is expressed in some 
quarters here that an early killing 
frost might lead to moderate revisions 
in estimates of the yield, but the trade 
as a Whole seems to be less inter- 


eated in the possibility of late-season 


changes in crop ideas than in the de- 
velopment of trade and the rate of 
marketing in the south. Investment 
sentiment is more or less in evidence 
_among traders here based upon the 
prevailing price and the expectation 


that it will lead to a reduction in 


acreage next spring unless the market 
advances in the meantime. This has 
found its chief expression, according 
to local brokers, however, in trade 
or speculative buying on the declines 


or on scale down orders, and the 
bulges of the past week were said to 
be meeting a little more southern sell- 
ing. A better demand for cotton 


goods was reported in Manchester to- 


ward the end of the week, while there 
were also reports of more business in 
the domestic market.

KANSAS CITY, Oct. 17.—(?)— 
Slipping eastward from the Rockies, 
winter’s vanguard brought football 
weather to many far-flung gridirons 
as furnaces were stoked for the first 
time and vegetation wilted before 
Jack Frost’s steady march. 

Tragedy also lay along its frigid 
route. Severe weather was believed to 
have claimed at least six lives, the 
first fatalities accounted against the 
winter of 1930. 

A blizzard marooned seven men in 
an automobile in the outskirts of Re- 
gina, Sask.

Almost two feet of snow in the 
vicinity choked highways and strand- 
ed four other men in motor cars.

Montana 
conditions were clearing tonight. 

The state of Washington had snow 
and rain and northern Idaho report- 
ed light snow in the lowlands and 
three feet in the mountains. 

Wyoming, Colorado and New Mexi- 
co have warmer weather in prospect 
tomorrow. 

Across the northern border to the 
east, snow flurries accompanied tem- 
peratures in the 40s to the Great 
Lakes region. The mercury will fall 
past the freezing point tonight and 
remain low tomorrow with fair 
weather. 

Freezing temperatures were gen- 
eral in North Dakota and Minnesota 
with snow flurries in many places. In 
that section, Williston, N. D., report- 
ed the lowest temperature, 16 above 
zero, Rising temperature was fore- 
east for tomorrow.
